Online gaming fanatic jailed for horrific knife attack

A jealous online gaming fanatic has 
started a life sentence behind bars after 
flying 3,200 miles to kill a young woman 
after she broke-off a four-year online 
relationship. 

Tyre mechanic and amateur dancer 
Shane Coffey, 20, pictured, flew from his 
home near Boston in April intending to 
murder Farha Dowlut, 18, bringing with 
him a murder kit including a hunting 
knife. 

He smashed his way into her bedroom 
in Hook Road, Epsom, in the middle of 
the night and stabbed her multiple 
times. 

It was only the courage of her naked I 
brother, Mohammad, 22, that prevent¬ 
ed Coffey from killing her. He hit 


Coffey over the head with an iron bar de¬ 
spite being stabbed himself with the 
hunting knife. 

On Friday Coffey, remained expres¬ 
sionless at Guildford Crown Court as he 
was given a life sentence after earlier ad¬ 
mitting attempted murder and wounding 
with intent. 

He was told by the judge he would

serve at least eight-and-a-half years in 
prison - something he anticipated as he 
did a Google search on what life was like 
in UK jails before flying to this country. 

Coffey and Ms Dowlut, who is now 19, 
became friends through playing Xbox 
games including online fantasy game 
Runescape when she was 13 or 14, stay¬ 
ing in touch with text messages and 
Whats App. 

She ended their virtual relationship 
after he placed Trojan horse software on 
her computer to spy on her and her pri¬ 
vate conversations with other men. 

He then demanded back an Xbox he 
had sent her at Christmas and started 
harassing her. 

They had a “massive argument” in 
February or March and she blocked 
him on WhatsApp and asked him 
i never to contact her again. 

[ Coffey traced her address using 
Google Maps, applied for a passport, 
and flew from Boston to Heathrow on 
April 16. 

Coffey went to her house that day, 
but had second thoughts and re¬ 
turned to the Premier Inn in Epsom. 
There he hacked into Miss Dowlut’s 
J computer, read her online conversa¬ 
tions and his jealousy returned and he 
went back at 3am to kill her. 

Defence lawyer Richard McConaghy 
said: “His intention was to kill himself as 
well after this incident had taken place.” 

Sentencing him Judge Recorder 
Christopher Critchlow said: “You have 
demonstrated strong manipulative and 
predatory traits when you have felt you 


have been mistreated by a female. 

“By way of revenge you then meticu¬ 
lously planned to kill her. 

“It is difficult to imagine a more night¬ 
marish situation for a young female | 
asleep in her own bedroom and woken to 
find herself being attacked by a man in¬ 
tent on killing her.”

Former Prisons Minister warns 
of danger of more jail disorder

Following the acquittal of 11 
prisoners accused of mutiny, 
a former Conservative Pris¬ 
ons Minister has attacked 
Chris Grayling’s prison poli¬ 
cy and warned the verdict 
could instigate unrest in 
other jails. 

At the end of a three-week 
trial, the men were cleared by 
a jury at Blackfriars Crown 
Court last Thursday of stag¬ 
ing a mutiny at High Down in 
Banstead after Government 
cuts sparked an uprising 
among inmates. 

They had all denied trying 
to overthrow lawful authori¬ 
ty at the prison by barricad¬ 
ing themselves into a cell for 
seven-and-a-half hours last 
October 21 and 22. 

Pyrotechnics were eventu¬ 
ally used by prison staff 
when specialist prison offi¬ 
cers stormed the cell and re¬ 
stored order to the prison. 

The court heard their

demand note read: “The rea¬ 
son for these capers is we are 
not getting enough food, ex¬ 
ercise, showers or gym and 
we want to see the governor 
lively.” 

They also said: “If we get 
mackerel and dumplings we 
will come out.” 

Because no serious damage 
or injury was caused by the 
men, a number of people 
have accused the Crown 
Prosecution Service of mak¬ 
ing a mistake in charging 
them with the very serious 
offence of mutiny. 

It is suggested that it may 
have done this because it 
wanted to make an example 
of them at a time when pris¬ 
oners across the country 
were unhappy about cuts and 
harsher regimes being im¬ 
posed by the Government. 

After the trial, Banstead’s 
MP, Crispin Blunt, who was 
the Prisons Minister until 
September 2012, said: “In the 
light of the evidence from the 
governor, the acquittal is un¬ 
surprising. This is reinforced 
by the reports of the Inde¬ 
pendent Monitoring Board 
(IMB). 

“They reflect the conse¬ 
quences of prison policy 
under the current Justice 
Secretary. 

“I am surprised this prose¬ 
cution was brought. The 
protest did not appear to 
cross the threshold of 
‘mutiny’, which is an ex¬ 
tremely serious offence. 

“The failure to secure a 
conviction will make prisons, 
which are now very tautly 
staffed, at greater risk of 


disorder, with some prison¬ 
ers possibly misled into 
thinking they have some 
right of protest.” 

A Prison Service 
spokesman said: “Disruptive 
behaviour has no place in 
prison and we take swift and 
robust action against anyone 
who attempts any kind 
of disorder. 

“All serious incidents are 
referred to the police for 
prosecution. We will closely 
consider next steps after 
today’s verdict.” 

Prison governor Ian Bick¬ 
ers had told the court the 
prison had undergone “sig¬ 
nificant change” in the peri¬ 
od leading up the rebellion, 
with the number of hot meals 
a day being reduced from two 
to one, prisoners spending 
more time locked-up and 
staff numbers dropping. 

Earlier this year a damning 
report revealed a prison 
“pared to the bone and 


beyond” where staff cuts had 
sparked safety fears, under¬ 
mined rehabilitation and left 
prisoners in their cells for 
long periods. 

The report, by the IMB, de¬ 
scribed 2013 as “a dreadful 
year” and said many changes 
had produced an “unhappy 
prison”. 

Mr Blunt said last week: 
“Previously, the ambitious 
savings targets were being 
found by putting prisons out 
to competition. 

“This was paralleled by 
rhetoric around sentencing 
that was accompanied by a 
drop in offenders being sen¬ 
tenced to custody and a 
greater focus on rehabilita¬ 
tion and work in prison. 

“While every prison is dif¬ 
ferent, it was my experience 
after more than 70 prison vis¬ 
its that the private sector 
prisons were overall signifi¬ 
cantly more efficiently run. 

“As far as rehabilitation of

offenders is concerned, they 
generally had more imagina¬ 
tive regimes and a greater 
commitment to meeting my 
objectives of getting prison¬ 
ers put to useful work inside 
prison. 

“This programme would 
have been expanded under 
Ken Clarke. 

“Instead, Chris Grayling 
decided, at the behest of the 
Prison Officers Association 
and public sector prison ser¬ 
vice management, to find the 
savings from stopping the 
competition programme and 
just making staff cuts in the 
public sector prisons. 

“At the same time, his mes¬ 
sage to the courts has been 
unambiguously robust and 
this has seen a rise in the 
number of offenders being 
sent to prison. This has exac¬ 
erbated the problem.” 

Mr Grayling declined to re¬ 
spond to Mr Blunt’s criticism 
of the policy. 


PRESSURES 

The Prison Reform Trust’s 
director Juliet Lyon said: 
“Instead of promising to 
crackdown, the Justice 
Secretary would be wise to 
heed the warning signs and 
ensure that fairness and 
decency are once again 
restored to our justice 
system.” 

She said: “Drastic budget 
cuts, staff reductions and 
rushed policy decisions have 
created an environment that 
undermines both justice and 
fairness in our prison system. 

“Ensuring that prisons are 
able to get the basics right, 
such as food, access to 
shower facilities, education 
and training, exercise, and 
maintaining family contact, 
are vital if we are to ensure 
that prisons function proper¬ 
ly, and that people leave less 
likely to reoffend. 

“Staff numbers have been 
slashed by 28 per cent in the 
last four years, placing huge 
pressures on a demotivated 
and demoralised workforce.” 


CONCERNS 

Defence solicitor Nicholas 
Doran, who represented one 
of the defendants said after¬ 
wards that the governor and 
the prison staff had been 
placed in a situation “not of 
their own making” and there 
were not enough officers 
available to deal with 
prisoners. 

He said: “The jury exercised 
its decision properly in saying 
it was a legitimate protest 
and because of the cuts these 
sorts of things were going to 
happen.” 

Mr Doran raised concerns 
over basic conditions, lack of 
exercise and association and 
the fact prisoners were 
locked up for 23 hours a day.

Filming patients in toilets puts 
perv doc in prison for five years

A perverted doctor who 
filmed more than 1,000 pa¬ 
tients, staff, and visitors using 
hospital toilets, and labelled 
the sick videos with titles such 
as “Exeter 10/3 mum-young 
blonde” and “teenager bum”, 
was jailed for five years 
yesterday. 

Banstead man Dr Lam Hoe 
Yeoh, 62, who until his fall 
from grace had been one of 
the one of the country’s lead¬ 
ing ear doctors, admitted 
using his position to plant 
cameras and film people using 
the toilets at St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal, St Anthony’s in Cheam, 
and a clinic in Thames Ditton 
between January 1, 2011, and 
April 15,2014. 

He also filmed men, women, 
and children in other uniden¬ 
tified clinics, including one in 
Nottingham. 

Horrified former friends and 
colleagues packed the public 
gallery of Croydon Crown 
Court on Tuesday to hear the 
doctor admit his twisted be¬ 
haviour, including hiding 
cameras in his watch, pens, 
and lining of bins, to capture

lewd footage that he would use 
to make mini-home movies. 

He pleaded guilty to seven 
counts of voyeurism as well as 
six counts of making indecent 
images of a child, and one 
count of possessing extreme 
pornography. 

The court heard he also 
filmed guests who visited his 
home in Garratts Lane, 
Banstead, and put covert cam¬ 
eras in train toilets. 

He was only found out when 
one of his cameras fell from a 
toilet wall in the St Anthony’s 
Hospital in Cheam prompting 
officers to search his home, of¬ 
fices, cars and computers. 


They found multiple record¬ 
ing devices and hours of 
stored footage filed with spe¬ 
cific titles depending on the 
content. 

The disgraced father-of- 
three’s wife Ivy Muihong Sng, 
57, faced a single charge of 
voyeurism relating to footage 
filmed in their home, but the 
prosecution opted not to pur¬ 
sue the charge. 

Peter Clements, prosecut¬ 
ing, said one child was now 
scared of seeing Yeoh in the 
street and feared he was hid¬ 
ing in the cupboards, filming 
her at her new home. 

Other former friends and 



colleagues have had coun¬ 
selling since the voyeurism 
surfaced, reporting they find 
it more difficult to trust other 
staff, and fear they are being 
filmed whenever they use the 
toilet. 

Ms Susan O’Neill, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Yeoh often wondered 
why he took the footage, 
never shared it, and some¬ 
times didn’t watch it. 

Ms O'Neill said: “The 
depth of shame for his 
conduct can’t be put 
into words.” 

Recorder Warwick 
McKinnon sentenced 
Yeoh yesterday to five 
years in prison and he 
will be on the sex of¬ 
fenders register for 
life. 

Epsom and St 
Helier NHS 
Trust issued a 
statement on 
its website say¬ 
ing it was ap¬ 
palled 


by his behaviour. 

It said police have not pro¬ 
vided names of who was 
filmed, but anyone concerned 
that they may have been a vic¬ 
tim of Dr Yeoh should contact 
Sutton police on opera- 
tionsnowland@met.pohce.uk.

Defence lawyer Richard 
McConaghy said Coffey’s mother 
was a drug addict and his father 
an alcoholic. 

The court also heard Coffey 
had been taking LSD, ecstasy 
and cannabis from the age of 16. 

Mr McConaghy said Coffey’s 
early claims that “voices made 
him do it” were not true, but he 
was in a “jealous rage” at the 
time. 

He said: “He found himself 
delving into a world where he 
lived his life online rather than 
forming particular personal, 
meaningful relationships.” 

His flight is believed to have 
been the first time Coffey had 
left the country - having 
obtained a passport to make the 
transatlantic trip and booked a 
hotel and taxi in Epsom, as well 
as a Holiday Inn near Heathrow, 
which he later cancelled. 

Coffey, who was then 19 and 
working at a tyre technician 
in North Weymouth, 


Massachusetts, even booked 
tickets for a concert in 
Amsterdam with a flight there 
from London that he would have 
taken on April 20 - two days 
after the attack. 

When US police searched his 
house in Weymouth, near Boston, 
they found an Xbox 360 games 
console, a zombie video game 
called “Dead Island: Riptide,” a 
package of shower caps, a black 
Ka-Bar knife and sheath and 
photographs. 

His father, David Shore, 60, who 
lives in Florida, told the Daily 
Mirror this week that Miss 
Dowlut was his son’s 
ex-girlfriend after they split up 
on Christmas Eve. 

He said that he and his wife 
Margaret, 55, did not know their 
“quiet” and “shy” son, an only 
child, had left the country until 
Massachusetts police contacted 
him and that they thought he had 
flown abroad after winning a trip 
in a dance competition.

The brother of an Epsom 
woman stabbed repeatedly 
in the middle of the night by 
an American intent on killing 
her deserves a bravery 
award, a judge said last week. 

Mohammad Dowlut char¬ 
ged into his sister, Farha’s 
bedroom at 3am on Good Fri¬ 
day, April 18, after hearing 
his sister’s screams and, de¬ 
spite being stark naked, tack¬ 
led the intruder who was 
armed with a hunting knife. 

Although he was stabbed 
several times himself, he 
finally managed to overcome 
Shane Coffey after grabbing 


over the head. 

Speaking at Guildford 
Crown Court on Friday, 
Judge Recorder Christopher 
Critchlow praised courage 
saying: “It may have been a 
natural response from a 
brother, but it was coura¬ 
geous given he was naked and 
found himself facing you 
with a large knife. 

“He did not back off and he 
saved his sister’s life.” 

Coffey had checked into a 
hotel on April 17, before 
heading to the Dowlut’s semi¬ 
detached family home in 
Hook Road, where he hid in 
the garden for an hour before 
using a brick to smash her 
window and confronted her 
in her bedroom. 

Prosecutor Gino Connor 
said: “When she heard the 


smash she started to scream 
as she became aware of a 
dark figure on top of her.” 

As she desperately tried to 
fight him off, her brother Mo¬ 
hammad, 22, rushed in and 
saw Coffey straddling his sis¬ 
ter, “slashing with a knife” 
and making “downward stab¬ 
bing motions”. 

Mr Connor said “brave and 
fearless” Mohammad tried to 
pull Coffey off. He was re¬ 
peatedly stabbed in the head, 
leg and hand during their 
struggle. 

He said: “His actions saved 
her life.” 

Their father heard his son 
shouting that they were being 
murdered and stabbed and 
came into his daughter’s bed¬ 
room. He grabbed Coffey and 
dragged him out of the 


blood-soaked room. 

His strength fading fast, the 
brother fetched a metal pole 
from under his own bed and 
struck the intruder. 

After the second or third 
blow, Coffey said: “Stop, 
enough, I’m done.” 

Temporary Detective Chief 
Inspector Anthony Archibald 
said: “This was an extremely 
frightening incident for the 
family, carried out by a trou¬ 
bled man who carefully 
planned the attack with dis¬ 
turbing precision. 

“We have no doubt that 
Coffey intended to kill that 
night and he may have done 
had it not been for the brave 
and courageous actions of 
the family members who 
stopped him and quickly con¬ 
tacted police.”

A man left with broken bones in 
a hit-and-run, turned private 
detective after police told him the 
case was closed because he did 
not get the perpetrator’s regis¬ 
tration number. 

Tanser Ozdemir, 27, from 
Epsom, was knocked down by a 
car in the early hours of Sunday, 
November 2, and left with a bro¬ 
ken leg, wrist, hand and severe 
bruising along his side. 

The restaurant manager had 
just finished work at Ambience, 
in Wimbledon, and popped to 
Tooting High Street to grab some 
food. He was getting back in his 
car, near Cashino, when he was 
smashed in his side by a silver 
Toyota Prius that sped off. 

He was taken to St George’s 
Hospital, in Tooting, where his 
right leg was put in a cast. 

Mr Ozdemir was angry when 
police told him the case had been 
dropped because CCTV cameras 
did not capture the incident. 

He did his own investigation 
and got CCTV from a nearby pri¬ 
vate camera that showed the mo¬ 
ment the car slammed into him 
and drove off. 

He said: “I have been trying to

contact the police and spoke to 
the case officer who said ‘Haven’t 
you heard? The case has closed. 

“We decided to close the case 
because the camera didn’t cap¬ 
ture the incident’. 

”I’ve got CCTV from a camera 
and they told me to hold on to it 
and they would be in touch. 


“I am fuming They haven’t 
even called me. It’s just an insult. 

“I am in a cast, my leg is frac¬ 
tured and my back is bruised and 
they have let the guy get away 
with it.” 

Last week, a report revealed 
that one in five of all crimes re¬ 
ported to the police are not being 
recorded by officers.

Is this your door? If so, you 
need to change the default pass¬ 
word on your CCTV system be¬ 
cause live footage from inside 
your home in Ewell has been 
shown around the world on a 
Russian website. 

Hundreds of live feeds from 
across Britain have been ac¬ 
cessed by the site, which has 
hacked into webcams including 
baby monitors and CCTV 
cameras. 

The image is accompanied by 
a Google map that pinpoints a 
location in the heart of the 
village, although it is not 
known if this is the actual loca¬ 
tion. 

Images from cameras in other 
parts of the country, including 
London, show people’s living 
rooms and bedrooms, as well as 
offices, gyms, shops and even a 
fish tank. Many of them show 
people. 

The site’s alleged administra¬ 
tor told Sky News that it 
highlighted poor security and 
would be taken down “only 
when all cameras will be pass¬ 
word protected”.

Live feeds: By changing the 
default password on your

for technology at the Information 
Commissioner’s Office, said the 
website, launched this month, 
hosts live footage from insecure 
cameras worldwide. 

He said: “The website, which 
is based in Russia, accesses the 
information by using the de¬ 
fault login credentials, which 
are freely available online, for 
thousands of cameras. 

“The footage is being collected 
from security cameras used by 
businesses and members of the 
public, ranging from CCTV net¬ 
works used to keep large 
premises secure, down to built- 
in cameras on baby monitors. 



“And with 350,000 of these 
cameras sold in the UK alone 
last year, this is a threat that all 
of us need to be aware of and be 
taking action to protect 
against.” 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge, 
who represents Ewell on Epsom 
Council, said: “It sounds like a 
gross breach of privacy and a 
very worrying development. 

“Hopefully residents will re¬ 
ceive guidance from experts as 
to what they should do to stop 
this happening. It sounds outra¬ 
geous that people should hack 
into private CCTV systems and 
put people’s privacy at risk.” 

People are being advised by 
the Information Commission¬ 
er’s Office to check their securi¬ 
ty settings and change their 
default password.

Although popular in Eu¬ 
rope, particularly in Ger¬ 
many, the sport is widely 
unknown in the UK. 

Nevertheless, the club in 
Putney has grown since 
being set up last year, and in 
May they made their interna- 
V tional debut at the Firenze 
Tournament in Italy, 
'where they took on 
teams from across 
| Europe. 

Underwater rugby 
is played between 
two teams 
of 


up to 12. Players pass a ball, 
filled with salt water so it 
sinks, in any direction and 
try to get it into the oppo¬ 
nents’ goal, which is a basket 
at the bottom of the deep 
pool. 

The ball must not leave the 
water and can move through 
the pool about two to three 
metres before water resis¬ 
tance stops it. 

Kraus says: “There are not 
many injuries. You may get a 
few bruises, but the water de¬ 
flects the impact of any 
collisions.” 

So what’s next for underwa¬ 
ter rugby in the UK? After all, 
it has been played in 
Germany since the 
{ 1960s, but has only 
[just 

begun l 
here. 

'Kraus 
I has 


received questions from peo¬ 
ple eager to start up clubs in 
different parts of the UK, 
however, the sport has cer¬ 
tain requirements that can 
be hard to find. 

Kraus says: “It can be a 
challenge to find the right 
size pool. 

“You also need specialist 
equipment - such as under¬ 
water baskets for the goals.” 

This hasn’t stopped the Put¬ 
ney club from coming along 
strongly, however, and they 
have been invited to a string 
of further tournaments in 
Europe 
since 


their debut in Italy.

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Sales market slows 
but renting still up 

Tougher lending makes it harder to buy 



The looming election is also impacting on the market 


House prices are continuing to 
slow and new buyer demand 
tailed off in October, according to 
the latest RICS Residential Market 
Survey. 

Nationally, new buyer demand 
slipped for the fourth 
consecutive month with London 
bearing the brunt of the decline, 
as 62 per cent more surveyors 
reported a fall in new buyer 
demand across the capital. 
Meanwhile across the rest of the 
UK, demand dipped to a net 
balance of minus 18 per cent. 

As a result of the weaker trend 
in buyer interest, sales 
expectations are at their lowest 
point since the beginning of the 
year and the picture regarding 
near term price expectations is 
not dissimilar. 

Stock coming onto the market 
remained virtually unchanged in 
October continuing the trend 


which has been in place for much 
of the past year. 

As a result, even with the dip in 
demand, much anecdotal 
evidence from surveyors points 
to an ongoing challenge in 
securing adequate new 
instructions. 

At a national level, the slow¬ 
down in buyer activity in the 
sales market stands in marked 
contrast to the lettings market, 
where tenant demand continues 
to grow strongly. 

Rent expectations remain 
generally firm with respondents 
anticipating an increase of 
around 2.5 per cent over the next 
12 months across the whole of 
the country. 

Simon Rubinsohn, RICS Chief 
Economist, said: "The flatter 
trend in the market is partly a 
reflection of potential buyers 
becoming a little more cautious 
about making a purchase as more 
stringent lending criteria has 
made it harder to access 
mortgage finance. 

"An increasing awareness 
of the approaching 
general election also 
appears to be contributing 
to the softer market if the 
responses to the 
latest survey 
are anything 
to go by. 


However, with new instructions 
still flat at a headline level as has 
been the case for most of the last 
year it seems implausible that 
the dip in demand will result in 
very much of a decline in house 
prices. 

Meanwhile, the RICS says 


demand to rent property is 
growing as the sales market 
slows and this, coupled with a 
drop in supply of new stock to let, 
is helping to underpin the rental 
outlook for landlords pretty much 
across the whole of the 
country."

I've had two different valuations for 
my home - which should I go for? 


Paul Aboud, managing director 
at V&H Homes explains what to 
do. 

A good estate agent will use 
their knowledge of the local 
market to arrive at a valuation, 
but less scrupulous agents may 
inflate the price to win business. 
It usually pays to get three 
agents in, as you can then draw 
an average from the three 
values. Establishing the right 
asking price for your home is an 
important part of the process 
and choosing the right agent is 
crucial. 

Do your research. Find out 
which agents are selling the 
most in your area. They will have 
the most up to date comparable 
evidence to back up any 
valuation they give you. 

Look on websites. You can get 
a good picture of what proper¬ 
ties are selling for locally. 
Remember that the achieved 
sold prices are what really 
matters - not asking prices. 

Ask your neighbours for their 
recommendations. It is always 
good to have first hand 
knowledge. It is not just about 
the marketing, but the after 


sales service too. The majority of 
the work an estate agent is 
likely to do for you will take 
place after they have found your 
buyer. 

Visit the office if at all 
possible. Are the staff friendly, 
professional and knowledge¬ 
able? If you find them 
approachable, then any 
potential purchasers will as well. 

Remember it is not all about 
fees, although this is probably 
something that an agent will be 
willing to discuss. A fee is often 
reflected in the service that is 
provided. 

Go local. A good local agent will 
not only have an exceptional 
knowledge of the area, but also 
of the market and potential 
purchasers. 

Good advice regarding the 
presentation of your property 
for marketing may not always 
be what you want to hear, but 
the best estate agents will be 
honest in their criticisms. 

Whoever you decide to choose 
make sure you are happy with 
the contract terms and have 
been able to ask as many 
questions as you need. 


Keep an eye on neighbours 


People are being urged to keep an 
eye on elderly neighbours to make 
sure they don't fall victim to the 
'silent killer' - carbon monoxide.

Week which has been launched to 
raise awareness of how this 
odourless gas can cause loss of 
consciousness and, in severe cases, 
death. 

The campaign is being backed by 
Colemans, a national law firm which 
is campaigning for a new law to 
make CO detectors mandatory in 
rental properties. 

Melanie Burden, a partner at 
Colemans-ctts which has 
represented several victims of 
carbon monoxide poisoning said: 
"This is the time of year when the 
heating is turned on and people stay 
indoors. It's also the time of year 


which sees an increase in carbon 
monoxide poisoning. Elderly people 
are especially vulnerable, especially 
if they are housebound or frail. 

"The clients we have seen are just 
trying to get their lives back on 
track- and they are the lucky ones. 
This deadly gas kills 40 people every 
year in Britain, according to NHS 
statistics, however it is feared that 
the numbers of actual CO related 
deaths could be significantly 
higher." 

"We urge everyone to get behind 
this campaign. We wouldn't wish the 
experiences our clients had on 
anyone."
